Transportation of certain types 
of corn from or within 125 coun- 
ties in the midwest corn belt by 
motor truck and rail for sale or 
lehvery is prohibited unless made 
to, from, or for the account of the 
'ommodity Credit Corporation. 
The action, taken yesterday by 


the Otfice of Defense Transpor- 
tation and the Interstate Com- 
merce 
Commission, 
applies 
to 


counties 
m 
Illinois, 
Indiana. 


Iowa, MmnciiOia and Nebraska. 
The order was requested by the 
War Food Administration because 
of scarcity of corn supplies mov- 
ing to war industries. 


The restrictions, effective yes- 


terday, 
apply to movement of 


yellow, white or mixed shelled 
corn;ear or snap corn of Uie dent 
or flint variety, and whole coin 
or crushed corn mixed with other 
whole giams. 
Exception to the 


order is made in cases where au- 
thority is granted by the WFA's 
order No. 9S. Such authority will 
be granted by the agricultural ad- 
justment agency.

No Ameri- 
can would for a moment want our 
boys overseas to have one gal- 
lon less than they need to bring 
this war to a switt and victorious 
end."

Discussing 
gasoline supplies 


available for farming operations, , 
Mr. Bowles declared that actual 
needs for food production deter- 
mine agriculture's quota. In many 
cases the farmer is entitled to 
as much gasoline or more for ac- 
tual crop production at present 
than he used before the war. As 
lor fuel for his passenger car or 
truck, however, he is subject to 
rationing just as any other user 
of a pcisonal car or truck.

OPA administrator, if he won't 
overestimate his requirements, if 
he refrains from leaving his cou- 
pons with his supplier, if he won't 
give away unused coupons and 
if he will turn back unused cou- 
pons to his rationing board.

again. The latest reported move 
is Field Marshal Envin Rommel's 
•replacement 
by 
Field 
Marshal 


Karl von Rundstedt as Germany's 
anti-invasion commander in chief. 
This sort of thin? has been going 
on for the pant couple of years as 
military and political expediency 
dictated. 


Von Rundstedt is of the Prus- 


sian military clique. Rommel rose 
from the nazi ranks. Von Rund- 
stedt has always been Rommel's 
Miperior. 
But nazi propaganda 


had indicated Umt Rommel was 
to 
command 
tho 
second-front 


forces. If past performances arc 
any guide, Rommel's appointment 
was a reflection of nazi confidence 
that the invasion could be stopped. 
The fact that Von Rundstedt is 
taking a more active part might 
indicate ebbing confidence. 


When the going gets 
tough. 


Hitler fr.lls back on the military 
clique. 
Prussian 
generals pre- 


dominated at the start of. the Rus- 
sian campaign, though neither the 
campaigns nor the fuehrer's intu- 
ition aroused their enthusiasm. 


• As the Germans rolled nlong to- 
ward Moscow, early in the war, 
theio were frequent replacements 
of Junker officers by good party 
men. Hitler's intuition then was 
right, and the Junkers were wrong. 
Some of the 
Prussian generals 


"died", others were retired be- 
cause of "ill health." 
But after 


Stalingrad, the replacements start- 
ed going the other way. 


It is likely that Von Rundstedt 


haa been called in to do an emer- 
gency fireman job, and that when 
defeat appears inevitable he may 
"be replaced by Rommel or some 
other nazi. For Hitler obviously 
still fears the Prussian. Junkers as 
much as .they scorn him. 
Their 


alliance has always been uncom- 
fortable. 
" When things were going well. It 
\va.T Hitler's advantage to put nazi 
generals at the head of the. vic- 
torious forces and thus build party 
prestige. • But it .is equally to his 
advantage to havo the army out 
of Prussian hands when defeat 
comes. 
Otherwise 
they 
might 


turn upon him and his party and 
take the army with them. 


They will undoubtedly blame 


him for defeat. They will bo bit- 
ter, for they-have wanted military 
supremacy as ardently as Hitler, 
and they have wanted it longer. 
It's a hereditary taint. So there 
is little question but that Hitler 
<wants the military clique as weak 
as possible when the allies march

Teachers Association poll fhowcd 
in a provable, specific Instance, 
the condition of affairs inside the 
schools of the country—a condi- 
tion confirmed by my ma.il from 
teachers in many cities. It help- 
fully points a direct way for im- 
provement. 


The teachers realize the progres- 


sive education theory will not work 
cither with a big P or a little P. 
The high school teachers, seeing 
the pupils the grammar schools 
arc sending up to them, unground- 
ed in fundamental 
flgures-and- 


facts education, arc almost unan- 
imously against 
the 
progressive- 


education theory in any of the 
varying degrees which the educa- 
tional trust has 
imposed 
upon 


them. 


So also are the top half of the 


elementary grades tcacheis. They 
sec vyhat the first, second and 
third 'grades are sending up to 
them in the way of uncducatablc 
children. 


Among the teachers, only those 


In the flrat few'grades like the 
Idea of turning school into a kin- 
dergarten. There, then, is where 
the primary fault lies. There' is 
where correction must start. 


The fundamentals of education, 


leading up- to both scholarship 
and discipline, must be rcstoretl 
to the lowest grades; otherwise, 
we will continue to turn out chil- 
dren who have developed only a 
fraction of their wits. Unless they 
are started right, the rest of their 
schooling Is a waste of time. 
• • * 


But another part of the poll 


suggests how difficult that wim- 
ple solution may be to accomplish. 
Among the principals polled—the 
administrators in charge of each 
Birmingham school —only one prin- 
cipal "agreed with Mr. Mallon" 
(as the BTA bulletin puts it), 10 
disagreed, and three were on mid- 
dle ground." 


"There is certainly something 


significant in the almost unani- 
mous opposition of the principals

by Disposing of Weeds 


Pioper cultivation of soybeans 


to destroy weeds is most import- 
ant. 
The most effective time ot 


cultivation to destroy weeds is 
just before planting. 
Many far- 


mers prepare the seedbed at the 
regular time, then delay planting 
until thc weed seeds have germi- 
nated. A thorough cultivation at 
this time usually insures a wccd- 
ficc crop, according 
to 
R. F 


Fticllcman. assistant professor of 
crop production. 
University 
of 


Illinois College of Agriculture. 


It Is so'metimcs necessary and 


frequently advisable to cultivate 
beans once before 
they 
come 


through 
thc ground unless the 


noil in given a cultivation just 
prior to planting. If weeds are 
given thc opportunity they start 
growing more rapidly than the 
beans, and a shallow cultivation 
or rotary hoeing will do much to 
destroy the weeds. 


Whether soybean* are planted 


in rows, drilled or broadcast, the 
best results arc obtained 
from 


cultivation 
just ahead of plant- 


ing. It is well to remember that 
the destmction of large numbers 
of weeds then will insure a high- 
er yield of clean 
soybeans 
at 


harvest time.

weed-free corn wiUi the idea of 
conserving moisture by creating 
a soil mulch only swells thc cost 
of producing the crop, since corn 
yields are invariably reduced with 
excessive cultivation. In view c' 
the present labor shortajy, it is 
particularly important Uiat satis- 
factory crop yields be obtained 
with the minimum .effort and ex- 
pense. 


Good corn 
yields 
necessitate 


weed control because weeds com- 
pete with the corn plant lor nu- 
trients, moisture, light and space. 
In experiments at 
Urbana, the 


yearly increase in com yields for 
weed" control was 11.5 bushels 
per acre. 
Although the 
weedy 


corn probably suffers more from 
a lack of nutrients than from ft 
deficiency of moisture, light or 
space, the conservation of mois- 
ture through the elimination of 
wccdu, is especially urgent when 
the corn is still in the early .stages 


- of growth. Since weed growth in 
corn is favored by wet conditions. 
the1 need of cultivation would us- 
ually be greater in wet than in 
dry seasons. 


"Corn cultivation 
should 
al- 


ways be just as shallow ns possi- 
ble to avoid root injury." Wilmcr 
said. "Since roots cannot develop 
in thc dry loose layer, which con- 
stitutes thc soil mulch, shallow 
cultivation gives 
the 
growing 


crop a chance to use more of the 
plowed soil as a feeding zone. 
"Where the seedbed has been well 
prepared there is !!U!e

value of ,cultivating corn more 
than is necessary in order to kill 
weeds, except possibly in case of 
heavy solis which check badly. 
Cultivation -may be necessary on 
these soils to fill large cracks and 
thus stop thc direct loss of niois- 
lure from the deeper soil layers."

cultivate corn more than three, 
or possibly four times.

two _ extra cultivations probably 
would not increase the yield of 
com sufficiently to warrant the 
additional expense involved. Cul-

keep 
down the 


weeds and not because of form- 
ing a soil mulch to conserve mois-

Early Dusting Is 


Fatal to-Beetles 


There 's no reason to expect 


the bean loaf beetle to do less 
damage this year than it did this 
past season, according to H. B. 
Petty, 
extension 
entomologist. 


College of Agriculture and Nat- 
ural History' Survey. 
In 
19J3, 


gardeners in the southern two- 
thirds of Illinois were somewhat 
disturbed about the insects that 
were eating- the holes Ln the bean 


body talks about it.

timing is the best held secret of 
the war.

the bean leaves by these beetles 
and in some cases the bean plants 
were severely stunted. 


According to Petty, we should 


get ready to control these pests 
this year. He says the material 
prove'd most effective in controll- 
ing these pests is cryolite. This 
can be purchased under several 


i different trade names as a pre- 


pared dust. It should be dusted 
on the plants from the time the 
first leaves begin to form until 
several leaves are already on the 


plant. It might be best to wait 
until you see that thc insects are 
beginning to feed and then do thc 
dusting. 
Another material that 


may be used is calcium arsenate. 
If you use this material, be sure 
to "dilute it with nine parts of 
hydrated lime to one part of cal- 
cium arsenate in order to prevent 
burning of the plants by the ar- 
senate. 
Never lead arsenate on 


beans. Petty warns, as this arsen- 
ate often stunts bean plants se- 
verely.

be tried under federal law. In- 
terpreting a single man's action 
as a conspiracy would b« diffi- 
cult.

fice .says there is another section 
of the law under which an in- 
dividual election official could be 
prosecuted in federal court for 
stuffing A ballot box even though 
the Supreme court has not ruled 
.specifically on an individual's ac- 
tion.
